One after- 
noon she gave me a most interesting 
description of the work accomplished in 
recording the history of every district in 
Czechoslovakia. A profound study was 
made of the various districts, estates, 
strongholds and old castles in the 
country, especially the lands of the 
Bohemian Crown. These historical re- 
searches resulted in the most unique and 
accurate detailed history, based on avail- 
able and preserved records, such as few 
nations can boast to-day. This research 
work is facilitated by well-kept and 
organised private archives, as well as 
those of the State. Among the valuable 
sources of information, she considers, are 
the registers of landed property, dating 
from the epoch of the Czech King Premys! 
Otakar II. in the ‘end of the- thirteenth 
century. These records have been pre- 
served, and relates to the changes of pro- 
perty and the legal proceedings concern- 
ing freehold estates. Like Ireland, large 
tracts of land were owned by absentee 
landlords, and these records are part of 
the nation’s valued history. While work- 
ing on these documents, trying to decipher 
rare, almost illegible, parchments, 
Madame Ruzicka was encouraged to make 
a study of the history of her family seat 
at Pavlov, in Southern Bohemia, These 
articles were published in the leading 
historical magazines. Before coming to 
Dublin Madame Ruzicka spent three 
years in Japan, where M. Ruzicka was 
First Secretary to the Legation. 


The Dunraven Manuscripts 


Such a splendid effort made by this 
small country must be of interest to us in 
Ireland, where the historical student has 
a hard task in finding accurate knowledge, 
and must often rely 
on historical data, 
which is mere tradi- 
tion. Some of the 
journalists who 
recently visited 
Adare Manor were 
impressed with the 
mass of documents 
and records in the 
possession of the 
Dunraven family 
These _ priceless 
records should really 
be duplicated. The 
Irish Manuscripts 
Commission, estab- Lorp DUNRAVEN, 
lished some years 
ago, which is doing much valuable work 
in connection with the Gaelic researches, 
might enlarge its scope in this direction. 
The present Earl of Dunraven came into 
the title a few years ago. He is deeply 
interested in the archives of the family, 
but I do not think that anything has been 
done to edit these papers, which must 


‘contain much that is valuable to the 


country. Many other old families have 
their private archives, and we might take 
a lesson from Czechoslovakia in adopting 
their system, which seems to have worked 
so effectively.

OST people in this cow who give 
M any thought to the problem at all 
are probably of the opimon that 
Ireland is sot in any danger of becoming 
Communist. To them the very notion is 
absurd; they believe that, if there is any 
danger of Communism spreading to any 
European country outside Russia, Ireland 
would be the most unlikely, and they would 
base the belief upo: three rather obvious 
facts. Acc»ding to Professor James Hogan, 
these facts are neither singly nor in combina- 
tion protective without the reinforcement of 
a lively public opinion. 
The Communist Soil 
Those thinking people who dismiss the 
‘*Commun:st menace” as absurd base their 
belief upon the strength of the Catholic 
Church, the system of ownership of 
the land, the numerical i ificance 
of the professed Communists, “ thing 
is certain,” says Professor Hogan, “ the i~ 
tellectual air which we breathe is heavily 
polluted, so polluted that it is im bie 
even for people living in the most 
surroundings to remain entirely immune from 
its poison. The days when nations coul 
live in material, much less in intellectual 
isolation, are gone for ever.” 
significant “- that the revolution which Marx 
predicted, instead of happening in a highly 
industralised community, happened in a back- 
ward and largely rural community like that 


of Czarist Russia.’’ Even the most fanatical 


followers of Marx “have had to admit that 
it cannot be a mere chance that rural Russia 
and not industrial England or Germany has 
proved to be the scene of the proletarian 
revolution.” ‘The conclusion which the 
Communist tacticians draw,’’ the author 
says, “is that the backward countries, more 
particularly those with nationalistic 
rievances, offer the most favourable ground 
or the development of Communism. So 
they look first to the Far East, and then 
to the comparatively undeveloped countries 
like Rumania, Bulgaria, Spain, “ and even 
Ireland,’’ to take the next steps in Europe. 


The Red Nucleus 


Those who tend to rely upon the numeri- 
cal insignificance of the avowed Communists 
in Ireland are reminded by Professor Hogan 
of the proportion of Communists in the 
Russian population in 1917. 

The situation in ireland ig not so 
utterly different from that of Russia in 
1917 as we might be inclined to suppose. 
It is absolu 7: true to say that in the 
spring of 1917, six months before the 
real dictatorship sprang into existence, 
there were far fewer Bolsheviks in 
Russia in proportion to the population 
‘than there were Communists in Ireland 
to-day. Deborin, who in 1923 conducted 
an investigation at the instance of the 
Communist Party of Russia, estimates 
that in the summer of 1917 the number 
of active Bolsheviks did not exceed 
27,000 out of a population of more than 
150,000,000, that is a proximately .0002 
per cent. Yet that infinitesimal minority 
was able to seize power in November, 
1917, and. has since held Russia in the 
grip of an iron tyranny. 


Organisations in Ireland 


Nobody knows the numerical strength of 
avowed Communists in Ireland, but the case 
presented so strongly and sensationally by 
Professor Hogan in this little book is that

gandist agencies throughout Ireland. Added 
to these, as possessing ‘‘Communistic ten- 
dencies,” are the I.R.A. and Cumann na 
mBan.

All that needs to be said about the organi- 
sations other than the LR.A. and Cumann 
na mBan is that people need to be on their 
guard against the insidious propagation of 
Communism under the guise of intense 
nationalism. With the L.R.A. and Cumann 
na mBan the position is rather different; 
for these two organisations are avowedly 
rationalistic, and profess the most intense 
patriotism. In many quotations from the 
official utterances of its leaders the policy of 
the LR.A. is demonstrated in the fact that 
in its ranks ‘“‘Communism Makes Itself at 
Home.” One such quotation, typical of 
many, is that the LR.A. existed “‘to assert 
the sovereignty and unity of the Republic 
of Ireland, in which the means of produ-tioa, 
thstribution and exc would be vested in 
the Irish people.” In other quotations from 
ofiicial writings and speeches it is shown that 
industry is to be taken over and controlled 
by the workers, and that the land is to be 
taken gradually from its present ownership 
and vested in the community, With a ages 
the process is to be catastrophic; but wi 
agriculture it is to be gradual—those farmers 
who do not voluntarily join the ‘‘ collectives ” 
will be “liquidated” in the approved 
Russian’ manner. In the most thorough 
fashion Professor Hogan proves that a Irrge 
number of these official utterances were taken 
tedily from the text-books of the Communist 
Party in Russia: a red flag, in fact, quartered 
with the tricolour of the Irish Republic. 


Industry and the State 


The approach to agricultural dictatorship 
is necessarily more wary than that to the 
control of industry; or, as Professor Hogan 
says, “the ILR.A, programme for industr 
and transport is free from the evasive v-ordi- 
ness with which its agricultural policy is 
expounded.’’ ramme states tiut 

“the national wealth and credit shall 
be made available and shgll be applied 
for the creation of a manufacturing in- 
dustry capable at least of providing for 
the normal and essential needs of the 
community. Industry so created shall 
be the property of the community. 
Workers in those industries shall be 
responsible for their operation, under 
State control and management, and they 
shall be remunerated on a wage-basis. 
The productive organisation shall be co-

Fianna Fail and Communism 


Communism, in the form of the Third 
International, flourishes on unrest, so that 
Professor Hogan is wise to point out that 
“any policy calculated to prolong artificially 
the national revolution plays straight into 
the hands of Communism.” That warning is 
timely, because not only is the national 
revolution artificially prolonged, but social 
and economic unrest has n unnecessarily 
induced. It was, after all, one of the leaders 
of Communist thought who first suggested 
the withhoiding of the land annuities; and 
the suggestion that those who fail to use 
their land for the good of the community 
may have that tand taken from them finds 
ready acceptance from no less a personage 
than the Minister for Agriculture. 

Drifting into Communism may well be the 
position of the Irish Free State, This little 
book sounds the alarm, and the fact that it 
has reached the point of a reprint within a 
few weeks after publication proves that the 
alarm is heeded. It is a book that will 
shatter complacency, and one that may well 
shatter political reputations also.

NIGHTINGALE IN ROSSLARE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—No reader of your paper who is at 
all well acquainted with Irish ornithology will 
take seriously the announcement in your 
pope: of this morning that a nightingale 
as been heard singing at Rosslare. uch 
an event would be much more extraordinary 
than your correspondent supposes when he 
says that records of this bird being heard 
“anywhere in the country are exceedingly 
rare,” As a matter of fact, they are more 
than ‘‘exceedingly rare,” for they do not 
exist. 

In no single instance has a bird, reported 
as a nightingale from any part of Ireland 
turned out to have been correctly identified 
as such. Even when a nightingale was an- 
nounced to have been actually shot and 
landed in a public museum, where it did 
duty for twenty years as the only nightin- 
gale known to have ever visited Ireland, 
the ultimate sequel was the discovery that 
another kind of bird—the rufous warbler— 
had been the true victim of the shooter, who 
took it for a nightingale. 

Nearly every spring, however, some 
‘“‘nightingales’’ that do not find their way 


into museums are heard in some parts of. 


Ireland and reported to some of the local 
yr As a matter of fact, nearly every 
ird that sings at night is likely to be set 


down as a nightingale, and I need hardly’ 


say that one kind—the sedge-warbler—has 
long borne the nickname of the “ Irish 
nightingale ” from its habit of pouring out 
its rather droll melody, on the slightest 
provocation, even in the middle of the night. 
Among other nightingales that have been 
reported within the past few years, perhaps 
the most notable was one who turned out 
to be a boy with a remarkable gift for tune- 
ful whistling; but I will go no further here 
than to say that the name of the Attic 
warbler cannot be added to our list of Trish 
birds (now in course of revision, I believe, 
for the National Museum) on the strength of

“ We have had to take some risks to 
secure this result. But it has been worth 
while. 'To get people to see what they do 
not want to look at requires uncommon 
effort. A few days ago I made a statement 
about our position in relation to Britain in 
time of war. I have been making that 
statement in almost identical terms since 
1917—that is eighteen years ago. I made 
it from a hundred platforms in the United 
States during the years 1919-1920. A free 
Ireland in times of common risk could be 
for Great Britain only a friendly Ireland, 
and would be a surer safeguard to Britain's 
security than could possibly be an Ireland 
in subjection ; for an Ireland in subjection 
could only be a hostile Ireland. If that fact 
has at last penetrated to the consciousness 
of the Government and people of Great 
Britain, then, indeed, a new era im our 
relationship is at hand.” 


A PROPER UNDERSTANDING 


Referring to Article 7 of the Treaty of 
1921.

LAND COMMISSION STOCK 
In order to appreciate fully what this 
charge meant it was necessary for the 
people to remember that Land Commis- 
sion stock could only be issued by the 
Land Commission against actual purchase 
of land made by them, and that the 
amount issued in respect of any trans- 
action cannot ultimately exceed the actual 
value of the land as determined by -the 
judicial processes of the Land Commis- 
sion, plus such bonus as is payable under 
the law. In this way every security was 
given to those who have to accept Land 
Commission stock in exchange for their 
land that the processes of the Land Com- 
mission will not, be abused, and that 
the value of their stock is related in gene- 
ral to the value of the land of the coun- 
try, and in particular to that portion of it 
which was formerly their property. Land 
Commission stock should rank highest of 
all Government issues, because, apart 
altogether from the credit of the-Govern- 
ment and of the people, it has this real 
asset of land, much more durable than 
gold, much higher in its intrinsic value 
to back it. 

What, therefore, were the people to 
believe when a gentleman like Mr. Cos- 
grave, speaking with all his authority as 
leader of the Opposition and former head 
of the Government and ex-Minister for 
Finance, publicly accused the present 
Government of balancing its Budget by 
borrowing on Land Commission Stock?
